In the yeare 1625. King Fam:s died and lixewile Prince Afaurice, 
then the States General tont their Embattadours into England to 
treat with King Cbhar/.s the tirit concerning a league oftentive and 
detenſtive againtt Spaine , which they ettected and agreed that it 
Should-continnue untill the Paltzgrave Should be rettored and the 
States Generall fetled , however that tor the ſpace of hittcene years 
neither party Should treat upon any Peace Or tTUCE withour the 
conſent of both. This treaty being concluded at Southampton was 
ſigned the 25. of November 1625. whereunto the States Generall 
anncxcd their proteitation in theite words following viz That if 
bis jBajcſtp ghould not be ſatisfied within a pzcfired time 
concerning the 4Naſſacze and ſpople of his ſ:tbjzects ar Amboyna 
rotnniited by the BPollanders chat rhcn his FQajeſtic / might 
ſcckie ſatisfaccton by rep2iſalls or other wiſe Which notwith- 
ſtznH{ing the proteſtation, there was noc {atisfaction or reparation 
obtainea during the raigne of King C'arlcs the trit. As the Ho!!zn- 
des conls never bring King James mio any league, foe King Charles cod 
meer vring the States General, to any performance. 

"ho next yeare after the treaty the States Generall in ſtead of 
Equipring out Shpps againſt Spaine, they ſend twenty Shipps of 
Warr to ailllt the French King at Rochell and the lile of Rec, to 
the great oppreſſion of the Proteſtants in that Kingdome , where 


notwithitinding the new Alliance made by the Marriage betweene 
the King o! great Brittugne and Heorictta Maris 1 Daughter of 
France, Yett Cardinall R;che/jzeu contrary to promites an. agrece 
ments depreſſed the Hugonetts ar Home, bur aited the Protcitanr 
Princes with men and money a broade, holding 1t ro be the interctt 
of France to keepe under any rifing party there , but to incou- 
rage and ſtrengthen them in all other places to oppole Spaine and the 
Houle of Auitria their encmics. (G) The

The foure intirc ſubſidics given to King Charles the firſt in 


the beginning of his raigne being expended wich other monics 
towards releife of Kochell againſt the forces of Fzance and 
Lolland thcp both knew the depth of his ZZajeſtics piſe a..d 
thc ſtrenght of his armes during hiz time and coke their XNeca- 
\.:xcs according!p/ knowing that his xcvenue was not ſufficient 
for anp action to queſtion Fzance or the Htates Oenerall fox 
ann ſvoples or inczoathments upon his XNajzcſty or his ſub- 
jcct3 whatrſocver. 

In the yeare 16430. the King of Spaine defirous of a peace w th 
Fngland offered fatisfa&ion tor wrongs and injurics donc, then the 
Ring of great Brittugne acqu: ainted the States Generall thereof 
and W ould have inc Juded them :m the treaty at Madrid according 
to the forementionced agreement , but the Szates Gencrall upon the 
firtt rumour of an overture for peace, cntred into a turther league 
with France, and agreed upon Arncles. with that Crowne to de- 
vide the Spanish Netherlands E.qu: ally berweene the French and 
the United States, and toe they left the King of England at liber- 
ty to Coe What he pleated W th the Spaniard, the States Gencrall 
retuling a p ace with Sp ame upon any conditions Whatioever ; 
It was againj the intereft of Holland and thar Religious concernmets toend 
the warr foe longe as there were plate flects and other Jpoyles ro ve had upon * 
ſuch ealie termes 

During the ſubſequent tenn years When the King of great 
Britraigne was at peace with France, Spaine, the States "Gencrall, 
and all the world in a common Amity with the Crowne of En« 

giand (excepting the Ealt- and W elt-India Companycs ot the Ne- 
l - Js, a rcbcllion broake out in Ireland, the Scotts invaded 
England , "ond the whole KRingdome divided into Factions, every 
man &riveing on his owne perticular intereſt, neglecting the pu- 
blick , during that longe vacation of Parliaments / * while the Ho!-

In this yearc 1648. the States Generall fearing that France upon 
the conquelt, and dividing of the Spanish Netherlands would be- 
t00 potent a neighbour tor them, they make a peace with Spaine 
at the treaty in Munſter again the content of the French Ring 
who would not be included 1n the fayd treaty ; And 1n the fame 
yeare at that generall treaty, there was a peace concluded betwee-

am , Rotterdam , and Dor. They left the Spanish Netberlands t9 be a Bul- 
werke betweene them» and France, as the Houſe of Auſtria remayned a Bul- 
werke ro Spaine, and that Monarchie the cheife Fortreſs of Rome; But now" ail 
three are became Auxilltaries to the Hollanders , for Propogation of Gods word

Sone atrer the peace with Spaine, the States of Holland (againſt the 
conlent of the generahty) would disband and Cashtere many English 
and French Regiments of horie and footre; Although the Othcers 
were Gentlemens yonger fonns, that had ſpent their Youth and 
fortuncs in the States ſervice ; The Prince of Orrange refuſing to 
doe it without pentions granted them for their lives according to 
the Cuſtome of Armes, They $shutt up the Comptores of Amſter- 
dam,Delt and Dort &c. aſligncd for their payments.”This ingratitude 
(Which Comprehends all other wices) Moved the Prince of Orrange 
to ſend ſcverall of the cheife Agents in that deſigne to the Caſtle 
of L.oveſtine \ From whence their party are called the Loveſtine Faciwon) 
and drew up his whole Armcy in the yeare 1650. before Am-

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ſterdam to apprehend the reſt of their conſorts, who were oppoſite 
to his intereſt and the Alliance with rhe King of great Brittaigne, 
But was prevented in his approach by the fluices that were opencd 
to obſtru& his March, Sone after that attempt the Prince of Orran- 

e dycd, and the Loveſtine Fation made this Epitaph upon him.

The Princeis Royall was delivered - of this yonge Prince of Or- 
range on the 14. oft November 1650. new ttile, againit whome 
Fobn de Witt and his faction in the States of Holland framed an 
oath which every man was obliged to take betore he could be ad- 
mitted into any office of the goverment, cither as Burgermatter 
Belieu , Scout, Schepen, or Pentionaris, the tubttance whereof was 
that they should not directly or indireAly , advance the Prince of 
Orrange, or his intereſt, but oppoſe it by all means poſſible. And the 
malice of the faftion was ſuch that many of them ſealed their reſo- 
lutions with their owne bloud, making ſmall inciſions in their 
hands whereout iſſued ſome dropps of bloud into a glais of wine 
which they drunke, and were not ashamed to shew thole markes 
of pvety to their brethren, as toakens of their devotion. And would 
not ſuffer their Minifters in the publique congregations to pray for 
the Prince of Orange even as Chnitians were obliged to doe for 
their enemies. Terr be was rot forgorren by rhe meane peopie, but bath {i= 
wed ro /ee rw'o of the faFion rewardes accoramg ro the Law's of Candy, where 
I1gT 2f 51 :46e 88 punsbed with aeath. 

In the yeare 1650. Cuſfocies livertaris Anglis Autboritate Parizamenti, 
(that had iccluded halte their owne members, and voated downe the 
houſe ot Lords) called themſelves the ſuprcame Authority of great 
Br:ttaigne,and were ſtyled foe by the King of Spaine,theFrenchKing, 
the States Generall,and many other Kings, Princes, and States. Thole 
Keepers haveing ſtamped their Coyne with the inſcription of God 
with us onthe one ſyde, and the Comon wealth of England on 
A2.z;. the other. T:cb proved a true motto af their aiſolution, 

In the veare 1651. Tne Keepers ct the Comon wealth of England. 
As their fit Eſſay abroade, tent M.: Oltcr Sr. Fobn,and MM." Strickiand, 
their Embaſſadours extracrdinary, with a great Equipage,and iplen= 
dour, unto the States Generall ot the United Netherlands, the ſubs 
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ſtance of their inſtruQions being to contra&t an everlaſting league 
oftcnſive and detenfive againſt all the enemies of both comon wealths , 
and to borrow a conſiderable ſumm of money upon the publique 
faich of their Maſters, to ſupply their preſent occaſions, and tor 
incouragment thereunto, The * Say ton told them of an Act 
of Parliament that Should Naturallize all the United Netherlanders. 
whereby they might have and injoy the (ame rights, and priviled- 
ges , equally with tree borne ſubjefts of England, But the old crat- 
ty States men in Holland , knowing that England would draw 
away their beſt Marchants, and fishermen, into better Ellements 
And that the publick faith was allready upon the taynters, they re- 
jected the firit propoſall and denied the ſecond, pretuming to con- 
tinnue their priviledges, they had in the English ſeas, and harbours, 
upon their owne termes. Then the English Embaſſadours told the Sta- 
tes Generall,that they muſt pay for their Herring fishing,and make 1a- 
tisfaftion, and reparations, for the ſpoyles and damages, committed at 
Amboyna, and upon Sir W#i/liam Courten and his partners in the 
Eaſt-Indies, Unto all which they perſiſted in the negative, Then 
after ſome perſonal affronts, offered to the Embaſſadours and their 
retinnue, by the Kings party in the Hague, they returned re mfecta 
to make their report to the Councell of State at Whitehall, who 
highly reſented the indignity shewne to their ſupreame greatnes , 
and ſuddainly refolued to chaſtiſe the Hollanders'for their contempt, 
without any tormall declaration of warr , and to that purpoſe 
Equipped out a flecte of Shipps. The States Generall doewg the 
like, they were demanded by the English Admiralls to {trick their 
flaggs and lower their topp-ſ:yles, but the Hollanders retuting to 
-_ that acknowledgement unto their younger brothers, they went 

oth to it, Catch, thar Catch could, allmoſt three years together, 
wherein the States Genecrall loſt ſoe many Shipps, and were foe 
often beaten in ſolemne fights, that they ſent their Embaſſadours 
over into England (to treat with Oliver Cromwell who was ſtept 
into the Goverment under the title of Lord Protc&or) togive him 
ſatisfaction 1n the premiſes. It afprared then that although the Hollan- 
ders were in/olent they were not invincible, 

In the veare 165 5. Oliver Cromvell made an unprofitable peace 
with the States Generall without difarming them, or takivg caution 
againſt future ſpoyles and injuries, granting unto the Marritine 
Provinces (Holland , Zeland and Frizland) the ſame priveledges -

Whenthey were under the Dukes of Bourgundy, and Arch-dukes 
of Auitria, notwithitand:ng The Rings ot England gave them the 
berty of Free t1> bing then upon the EnglishCoatt 1n confideration 
of the mutually allittance their Lords and Princes gave againit 
France, Amſtcidam berg then a pore thing rowne anu content 
with the reit of the Hollandc rs to live upon their honelt 
labour and induttry , w:th what they coul.1 gett by tish and the 
product of their owne Country, as they did before the Eait- and 
VWett-Incia Comparics were Errccted, and before they had built 
foe many Shipps of warr out of the ſpoyies of Spaine , Portugall 
and England, Cromn'! only competlca them to make ſome repa- 
rations to the Fnglish Eait-India Company, for the tpoyles at Am- 
bovna,and obliged them to referre all other differences concerning 
the English Damages to-Commitioners, which nevertheleſs they 
reglccted to doc, hingding out CXPCUIents, even 1n thoic davs to evas 
de their Arti icles.

In the yeare 1655. Cromwe// appeared molt dreadfull to all partes of 
the world, oleined noe addrefics trom Emperours, Kings, or Prin- 
ces, but under the ityle of deare Brother and moſt Sereene highnes, 
he concluded an Alliance with France, made a warre with Spaine, 
atlitted in the taking of Dunkirke as Auxilliary , and kept it a prin- 
cipall, layed out tor the Spanih plate fcetes, Attempted Hilpanioia, 
and by a m.ftake toke Jamiaca, then runn himtelte out of breath 
for want of money, and dyed.

In the yeare 1660. when a peace Was concluded bertweene Fran- 
ce and Spaine upon the Match with the Intanta, The Lords and 
Comons in Eng] ind invited Ring C4. the tecond, to come and 
take pollethon of his Crowne and K: ngJomes. The Hollanders 
then tearing another ttorme, they itricke 1n with the new Minitters 
of State 1n France (hnding Cardinall .V{azarme under a cloude) but 
however the States of Hoiland treated the K ng of great Brittaigne 
at the Hague, in h:s returne, and all the Commiſtoners of Engizh 
Lords, ana Comons, in great glory, and leatt it Should be torgorten

About {ix months atter the Ring was arrived in England the 
States Generall ſent M.* Symon wan "herme 1 Burgermaſtcr ot -\m- 
iterdam,and Director of the Eait-India Company , "with MI." 1XMcbauc!l 
ta, Gogh their Embatlladours E xtraordinary to his Majeſtic, to re» 
nceuc the cheite Articles of Cromn'.;s treaty, which was made per- 
juant to the treaty betweene Php Arch-duke of Auſtria, and 
Henery the \ II. in the yeare 1495. And withall to gett a generall 
abolition and extinguizhment ot all Actions for jpoy cles, in} uries and 
Canimages whatloever, ſuſtained by kis Majeſtie or his Subjects, at 
any time betore his Majcities moſt happy reitauration, and gave 
ſuch Documents alo onge with them, that it any objections, Should 
be raited againſt the mater-all poynts 1n Cremwe.!s treaty , or that 
his Majettic was not obl-g:d, to allow the tame, that then they 
Should init upon the lois of all their Shipps and goods, that his 
Majetties rebellious ſubjects, had taken from the States Generall 
and their ſubjects during his Majcſties Exile in the late warr 

In the veare 1662. The States Generall concluded a treaty of 
Comon All:ance with the King of great Brittaigne , wherein the 
States were obliged to regulate "the trade of India, reitore Pollero- 
ne (and Eipeciaily to give tatisfaction tor the two Shipps the Bona 
E/>crinza and Heorery Bonaduentura) as allo to referre other lolles of 
his Majeftics Subjects unto Comiſſioners, who were to receive a 
litt of their dammages, under (everall reftriftions, and limitations of 
ume and place. Then the States Generall entred into anew league 
w-th France (never intending to pertorme the treaty with England) 
nlnnuatng to the F rench King and his M:nilters, that the ting 
ot preat Brittaigne retented fey crall aftronts, that were done to him 
by the French curing has Exile, and that he might take occation trom 
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thence to reclayme the two Provinces of Normandy and Brittai- 
gne the ancient inheritance of the Crowne of England, which 
would make him abfolute Sovcraigne of the ſeas, and give laws 
both to France and Holland. Soe they ingaged France by that 
new league to protect them in their Fisherics, and growing more 
confident in that Alliance, the States gave tresh occations of diſpute 
upon the Coait of Aﬀrica, accompting Europe, Afia, and America, 
not ſufficient to maint:une their pride and ambition, but they would 
alſo ingrols the trade of the other parte of the world to affront 
the Rovall Company of adventurers in England, holding themſel- 
ves ſecure by the French league againlt all the force of arguments 
and Armes, that could be brought againit them by the King of 
great Brittaigne , which aludes to the dictates of 3ſon/ieur N*.menems 
and others of the great and mighly Lords the States of Holland. 
That the States Generall had tuthciently humbled the Spaniards, 
Thar the Princes bordering upon the Netherlands were rich cnough 
to make afcait but not able to maintaine a warr ; That even the 
French of themſelves were noe more then a breakfaſt to the Sta- 
res Generall, England only a Dinner ; The Sweed and the Danes but 
a Colation, boaſting that thoſe KRingdomes were waſted by ſuch 
warrs that had inriched the States Generill, A mo? wondoyfull al- 
reration 2i;him the memory of man mm this age of wonders as the Appealants 
Calis it) ſince the States of Ho!lmd and the States General! ſent their Depu-' 
ties to the publick aſſemblies at the Hague with Roaken flech and cheeſe m 
their Rye ſacks, out of nete/ſity ro ſave Expences in barbours , That are now 
85: to contend with [oz many Kings and Princes. 

Upon the laſt Alliance betweene France and the United Pro- 
vinccs, the French King eſtablished an Eaſt-India Company, Ordan- 
ning that it should be noe indignity to any of the Princes of the bloud 
or others of the Nobility in France, to adventure and become parti- 
Cipants in that trade. The Hollanders being ſtatled therear fea» 
ring it might deminish their traffique, they ſent Monſieur Fobn Tylliory 
2 Captaine of horſe in their Militia to make fome diverſion and 
give Diſcouragments to that enterpriſe, who being wel acquainted 
at Paris, an\ in the French Court infinnuated 1n all Companies 
that they would looſe their principall ſtocks, which adventured 
upon any ſuch long Voyages, where the Hollanders would both 
undermine and overcach them in all their undertakings , but for his 
paynes the King commuted him to priſon, where he remayned two 
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'ears and upwards untill ſome returne Shipps came from the Eaſt- 
byes” ro maniteſt the contrary. Tt #s an old dutch principall, where the 
Ho//anders cannot accomplish their deſignes by force, they will mdeator it by 
any [inter means, which makes the States Generall ſoe often pawme their ſou- 
l:s their faith, and reparation , in publick treaties (to gaine time and optuni- 
tres of aavantage)when at the ſame mjtant they mtend sball never be performed, 

In the yeare 1665. the Hollanders haveing rcfuſed to performe 
the laſt treaty with the King of great Brittaigne, and to make re- 
parations to his tubjeRs for their lofles and Damages according to 
the ſeverall and reſpective Articles of the tayd treaty. Appeals were 
made by all men to the {word for Juſtice, and a warr was proclaymed 
by his Majeſty againſt the States Generall , with an Unamions 
conſent of the Lords and Commons in Parl1ament, who granted ma- 
ny Millions of Pounds Sterling to carry on that enterpriſe, which 
did neither humble the Hollanders nor procure any honour or fatisfa- 
Qion to the King or KingJdome ( Notwithſtanding al! the hloud and treaſure 
ſrent.) In any of thoſe poynts infiited and agreed upon in the. yeare 
1662, ether concerning the Bona Eſperanza and Henery Bonadventure, 
1i;t of damages , Poileron, or regulation of trade im the Eaſt-Indies , where the 
dutch have obſtructed and ſpoyled the _— , and the Subjects 
of all other Kingdomes in Europe, either by fraude, or force from 
the Freedome of Navigation, and Commerce, ever ſince they 
gott any footing there. More particulary Sir Ilham Courten and 
his partners who layd the ſame foundations for trading Voyages in 
the Eatt-Indies » China, and Japan, from Port to Port. Wherem the 
Hollanders abſoluty have your more bytheir Navigations and force 
in thoſe Countries, then they did by their goods and money exported 
from Holland and Zeland, which is contrary to the Laws of Nations 
and comon Alliance; As their owne Country-man Grotis tells them.

Capta:ne Tyrence Byrne 1n periuance of the ſayd Letters pattents 
for Repriſall being fitted out with a ſmall frigat (by Mr. Jonathan 
Frejt, the owner) icized a fiy boate nerc Portland bay about the 
month ot Juli 1666. laden with French Wine and falt, bound from 
France for Holland , which Shipp being brought into Poole and 
from thence to Chicheſter, the Capt: ſent to Mr. Suck/ey his owne pro« 
cor tor a Comitſon out of the Admiralty Court (to examine the 
Maſter and the Marriners of the prize) which was directed to the 
Magiltrates and a publique Notary in Chicheſter, who found upon 
the Exam:nations, that the Shipp was dutch built, the goods Conf 
1gned to Dutch men, and the Marriners to be Hollanders borne 
and inhabitans there: Yetrt upon returne of the fayd Comiſion, Mr. 
Peter Gerrard and atterwards Mr. Peter Victorme claymed the fayd

Sone atter the Captaine and his ſuertics that were bayle for him, 
moved for a prohibition, but Sir Fobn Keelmg then Lord Cheite 
Juſtice of England, refuſed an allowance thereot , notwitſtanding by 
the knowne and eſtablished Laws of the rcealme, ſuch matters of 
fat alleadged to be committed within his Majeſties Ports, were to 
be trycd in his Majeſties Courts of record by Juries, and not to be 
brought into any Arbitrary way before incompetent Judges. Af- 
terwards the claymors upon new atteſtations from the fame Mar- 
riners, and ſome a certificates {ent out of Flanders, men- 
tioning that the _ and goods belonged to the Subjects of the 
King of Spaine,which ought to have been certified by Commiſſioners 
appointed out of the ſame Court, whereby the perſons might have 
bin interogated, yett a reſtitution was thereupon decreed by the 
Judge of the Admiralty, and hkewiſe confirmed by the Lords Comi/= 
froners for prizes, foe that the Shipp and goods were actually deli- 
vered by the V'ice-Aduralil to the claymors accordingly , and 
150. Pound Sterling was lett to be payd in Chichelter that the 
Maſter and the Marriners of the prize had expended, for which 
Captaine Byrne, and Froſt were ingaged and afterwards ſucd. 

Nevertheleſs Sr 77 z/rer IF alker , and Mr. Franklom , then adviſed 
the Claymors without any diſcontinuance of their former Action 
againſt Caps: Byrne to cxhibute Articlesin the Admiralty Court joynt- 
ly againſt Sir Edmond Turnor, Ar. Carew, Captaine Byrne, and Ar. Froſt, 
wherein they were charged with treipaſſes and ſpoyles for goods 
imbeazilled and plundercd (by their owne men.) Andfrom thence a 
ſentence was drawne againit them for 1800. pound damages, which 
was pronounced by Sr Lyone/! Fenkins in favour of the claymors , 
who inliited that the fayd damages cheifely arrited by leakage and 
avarage, and foe would make double the profitt of their voyage by 
the ſeizure , more then if they had eſcaped Captaine Byrne. From which 
ſentence the Capraine and Mr. Froft appealed to the ordinary delt- 
gates, but Sir Edmond Turnor , and Mr. Carew appealed ſpecially unto 
Sir Orlando Bridgman , then Lord Keeper of the great Seale of En- 
gland and prayed that fome judges of the Common Law might be 
appointed as adjun&s to conſider of the Nullity of the fayd ſen- 
tence, which Sir Walter Walker , and Mr. Franklom moſt vexatiously

As it 1s againit the Law both divine and Civ1]l, that one perſon 
Should be punshed for the offence of another, foc 1t 1s as unreaton= 
ble that the claymors $hould take any advantage (againſt Carraine 
Byrne and Mr. Fre/?) of the:r owne willtull reglect,or to fecke atter 
treble the value of all the goods,that they colt in France, when there 
was good caule of ſeizure, which mace them lyable to the charge 
and expences of bringing up the Shipp , and making inquiry after the 
confiication.

Captane Edd Lucy, and Capt: Tohn Holmes, in proſecution of 
their Comiubons under the {ayvd Letters Patents, did with:n the 
ſpace of three months, take, ſink, & burne Nine Slypps of the French, 
Dutch, and Dancs, yet they mett with ſuch d:tcouragements at 
home, that rendred ther enterprizes rather burthens to themtelves 
and their Friends, then anv advantage or profitt to the Heires Exc 
cutous or Creditors of Sim V im Courten, Sir Pan! Pridar, and Sir Ed- 
z'ard Litthton, who were alto blamed tor ipovling the Kings enemies, 
And Mr. Fr,n&/mto shew an abiolute prejudice againit Mr. Carew 
adviſed Mr. ITo.zs Everi/cn (a dutch clay mor) his brethcr in Law to 
arrc{t him in a vexatious action of 1000. pound, by writt out of the 
AJmiraltv Court upon prctence of a ipovle done by Captame Heyarn 
toa Hamburger m the month of Auguit 1606.and although tuthcient 
bayle was given into the Court to an{were the Action, Yctt noe 
proſecution was ever made againſt him thereupon, nor any Colts 
payd him for his vexatious trouble. 

It is not difficult to regiſter the names of ſeverall Hollanders , 
French-men, and Danes, that traded all the time of the late warr 
in the names of Flemings, and Hamburgers, and that had alto 
their correſpondence in England , to colour and protect their 
Shipps and goods by collufive teſtimomalls, and Commithons out 
of Flanders and the Hantz, townes. Even as feverall Hookers and 
Dogger boates of Zirrnckzee, and Herring-buyfles of Mazeland- 
Nuice, Scheydam, and Anchulen, Fishcd treely as Oattenders and 
the Subjects ot other neutrall Princes, which incouraged the Kings 
enemies 1n thoſe times of extreamity ; Whilſt His 1Majeffy of great 
Britraigne, labourcd under all the difficulties imaginable that were 
brought upon the Kingdome,through the corruptons and iclte 1n- 
tercits of perticular mcn, 

In the ycare 1667. After the rage and fury of the ſword, fyer, 
and peſtilence, had abated, and the King was treating (in the ter= 
Titories of the Hollanders) at Bzeda concerning a peace with the 
States Generall, France, and Dancmarcke, the States adventured 
upon a fignall cxployt to burne His Majettics Shipps at Chattam, 
(23) OuP- 
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Suppoſing that Englich men could digeſt fyer both by land and 
water, then they tr, por! inſiſted, that the ACt concerning 
Navigation was d1 veRto their Commerce, and therefore pro- 
poled to have rticl# to make it voyde, preſuming that ſuch 
treaties might difſanull Acts of Parliament, as well as Letters Pat- 
tents: under the great Seale of England, but being adviſed to the 
contrary , they prevayled onely for a diſpenſation, that all goods 
coming downe the Rhyne out of Germany to the ſtaple at Dort, 
Should be admitted as of their owne growth, and tranſported to 
England in dutch bofttomes ; Then they infiſted upon a further 
provition to be made for tender Conſciencyzs concerning all English 
men, that should tranſport themlſclves, into the umited Nether- 
lands for prote&ion which was refuſed. Onlp in favour of Dotfor 
Richard/on , Miniſter of the English Church at Leyden, it was con- 
ſented unto (Notwithſtanding the Yorkeshire Plott) that all Preachers 
who were come out of His Majcities Kingdomes, should be free 
from any impeachment for treaton, &c, 

The Holanders thoſe conquerours (as they termed themſelves) re- 
ted not ſatisfied here, bur projetted ſeverall Articles in generall 
termes to acquitt and diſcharge (de bene efſc) all Aftions and pre- 
tcentions Whatloever, that his Majeſtic and his Subjects had againſt 
the States Generall and their Subjects from the beginning of the 
world tothe concluſion of that treaty, wherein Pouleron was alto 
to be ſuddainly re/mquishcd that had been 40. years in delivering up 
perſuant to ſeverall former trcaties, and the Soveraignity of Surri- 
nam to be ſurrendred, which had been only potlciied tome wee- 
kes by the Zeland Capers, and retaken from them by the English, 

Here was a ſtrange providence and very remark-able concer- 
ning Surrinam and Poulcron. This Surrinam was a Colony ſet- 
led by the Lord Willoughby, wherein he had expended all his pat- 
ternall Eſtate ; And this Lord H#'/loughvy was the perſon that had 
kept the lands & pollethons of Si WH ;tum Courten and his Heires 1n 
the Iifland of Barbados, from the right proprietors under the pre- 
tence of a leaſe from the Earle of Carlilie, as Lord Proprietor of 
the Carebee Iflands , who had by force ſupplanted Sir 11 ;!l,am Conrten 
his tenants, officers and Servants, after Sir William had ſetled a Colony 
there & had expended thirty thouſand Pounds Sterling & upwards in 
fortifications, buildings, and planting , having firſt diſcovered, the 
fayd Ifand, and been three years in quiet pollcfſion thereot.

In the years 1670. and 16-1. the French Forces being Exercized 
t, in the new conquelted Places of Flanders, and Brabant, the Hol- 
Ianders were as jealous of ſuch neighbours, as the French were 
troubled at ſuch attendance. The States Generall haveing levied 
50090. Soldgiers to watch their motions, by land and water. Then 
Aamirall van Ghent nere the Flemish-coaſt refuſed to ſtrick ſfayle ro 
the Royall Standard of great Brittaigne, that was carried in His 
Majeſties owne Brigadine, but Antwered the demand moſt con« 
temptuously with powder and ball. Afrerwards the States General 
being as unwilling togive {atisfaCtion for ſuch indignites and affronts

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jeAs, this preſent warr inſued wherein the King of great Brittai- 
gnes and the French King, have made an Alliance of mutuall afſi- 
itancc againſt the Hollanders, finding that thoſe Crownes, had for- 
merly taken wronge meaſures to ſuffer the United Netherlanders, 
which they ſaved trom extirpation. to grow foe powerfull and 
great, to contend with them and their Allies. 1#Þich alſo confirmes the 
Engluh proverb, [avea theife from the Gall=houſe, and be will be the firſt thas 
sbail cutt your throate , wherefore the league with France proceeds not from 
ſuch dangerous councells. As the Appealants to the Parlament would ſuggeſt, 
In the yeare 1671, Fohn de 13::,Pentionaris of Holland & ho 
being drunke with tucceſs in the former warrs. Over- ruled that 
party in the States of Holland , who adviſcd to raiſe a great Army 
to oppoſe France by land, and tuddainly to invade the Bishopp of 
Muniters Country.

periued the victory, might have diſtroyed the dutch flcete upon 
their owne Coaſt , in that time of conſternation, The French 
English and Munſter forces, having centred G1lderland , Overs 
Well, and Utrecht, Yett the Hollanders out of an ambitious hue» 
mour to keepe up their ſinking reputation , expoſed their prints 
to all partes of the world, figmifieing that they had beaten two glo- 
Tious Kings at ſea, and many English - men ( ro their shame be it 
ſpoakmm) rejoyed at their owne folly and infirmities , Complying 
with the appeallants fancies. That trom Cromwells joyning with 
the French, the diſtruction of Europe might take its date. The

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In that yeare 167 1. if the divell had not owed the Hollanders a 
Shame for their pride and inlolency, they might have complyed 
with England or France, but notwithſtanding they ſaw the dan- 
gers approaching, and had faire warnings given them after the 
breaches of their faith, treatyes, and Alliances, yctt in ſtead of ma» 
king any reconciliation with either, they perſiited in the defiance 
ot great Brittaigne, concerning his Majcſties Prerogative in the ſeas, 
expoling to fale their medalls and Prints of Chattam, their Pam- 
phletts and paſquills of the King and his Councell, and likewiſe in- 
raged the French, with their 1mpoſitions, menaces, and contempts 
painting the King betweene Madamozſclle d a Falicre, and Madamoi/elle 
de Mont(pan, with both his hands under their Petticoates, and this m 
icription over his head, Louys k grand Conquerour, and at the ſame 
time painted the Bishop of Muniter riding upon a hogg, and his 
Coach drawne with fix wild Bores. Then by order ot the King 
and Councell at Whutchall, the warr was proclaymed , the Dutch 
Smurna flcete attacqued, and the Exchequer ſtopt from payment 
of the Banckers aſſignments. Neceſſity hath noe Law, and people that An.36i

In the yeare 1672. after that ſea fight, when the United Nether= 
lands were invaded by the French, English, and Munſter forces 
(the Women in the Hague having before proclaymed the Prince of 
Orange, Captaine Generall, the Burgers and Boarecs in all the Cit- 
ties and Dorpes voated him their Statholder, and the States Gene- 
rall in the firit weeke of July 1672. were forced for their owne 
detence, to eſtablisl, him in all the Offices and honours that his An- 
ceſtors had injoyed. 11 hich the Prince of Orange willmgly accepted for An-37, 
their ſafty in time of trouble , that would not pray for his welfare m time of 
ther proſperity. 

In this juncture of confuſion the King of great Brittaigne ha- 
ving adifhcult game in hand, wherein the Hollanders and Zelanders, 
were to be ſufhiciently humbled, and the French not exalted, His Ma- 
= ſent the Duke of Buckingham , and the Earle of Arlmgton his 

mbaſladours Extraordinary and Plenipotenciaries to the French 
King, and the States Generall , who held ſome conferrences at 
Utrecht, untill the Burgers of Amſterdam had Cutt the bancks of 
the Tyc, and opencd the fluices to drowne the land about that 
Cittie, then the Magiſtrates and inhabitants there proteſted againſt 
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any further treaty declaring that they would not doe any thing 


upon a ſurpriſe. Concluding.2thore they coruld not make an honourable peace 
they would runn the hazard of a diftruftroe warr. 

The French King in his propoſalls ro the States Generall at 
Utrecht, infiited that a Cathedrall Church in every Citty of Hol- 
land should be allowed to the Roman Catholicks tor Divine wor- 
shipp. The Romaniſts giveing theile reaſons for 1t unto the Dome- 
Heeres there 1.That the Churches were all built by the Roman Ca- 
tholicks 2. That the Major parte of the people in thoſe United 
Provinces remavned ſtill Roman Catholicks, 3. That the States 
had kept the poſlefhon of thoſe Churches eighty veares from the 
Roman Catholicks. 4. That the Proteſtants in France, who denied 
the Popes ſupreamicy were allowed Churches wherein many of 
the Netherlanders had free accels. 5. And laſtly that it vas very 
{ſcandalous that the Roman Catholicks should be confined to ſuch 

ore confecrated meeting places for the ſervice of God in the chet- 
Flt Cittics and townes of the United Netherlands, Yett all thoſe 
Arguments would not prevaile with the Amſterdamers , who pre- 
tended that it would be a badge of conqueit over them, to alter 
any thing of their goverment in poynt of Religion. And having 
gotten thoſe Churches by their victorious Armes with ſuch congre- 
gations into them they would not foe tamely parte with either.

During this confuſion, the Maritine Plenipotenciary Cornelzus de 
ITitt who had bin new]v gratified with 36000. gilders by the States 
Generall for his good ſervice at ſea in that Expedition, (where the 
Earle of Sandwich was fyred) was contnving how to poylon or piſtoll 
the Prince of Orange at land, and to that purpoſe treated with 
one HWilkam Titchelaer a Chyrurgion at Peirshill ( a tenant under that 
Plenipotentary) to accomplish the deſigne, Cornc/us de 117tr infinnuae 
ting to him that the Prince being now made Statholder by the meane 
people, they would not reſt untill they had made him Sovecraigne 
and conſequently ſubverted the Goverment of the Country, and 
that if he would undertake the buſines to diſpatch him, there were 
aboue thirty Lords in the Goverment of Holland that would very 
well requite him beſides he should have 30-0. Pound Sterling for 
Þis premium, and for the better effeQting the deligne, ſome ot the 
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Lords in the States of Holland , should helpe him to an imploy- 
ment in the leaguer to be nere the Prince. But the Chyrurgion 
notwithſtanding he had ſworne ſecrecy to Cornc/is de I ite yert he 
could not be quiet in his mind unull he had revcalcd the conſpt- 
racy to the Prince, Whereupon Cornelius d Hitt being apprehen=» 
ded; The Court of Juitice heard the evidence, and waighing all 
circumitances 614 on the 10. of Auguſt 1672. (0/4 fie) give lentene» 
ce only for his banisdhment and the forfeiture of his Othccs and 
D:gnities, But the Commen people m the Hague Banished him and his Bro= ag.qe; 
thr John de Witt on the ſame day mio another world as memvers not firs 
to live any longer m this. 

The Prince of Orange ſone after made ſome altcration among(t 
the Magiſtrates of Amitcrdam and other places ; 'Then he gave his 
firit atjault upon the French at Worden where he come off with 
loſs and adishonorable retreat. In December following he made an 
attempt upon Charleroy without ſucceſs , when the Duke of 
Lutzinburgh with his forces from Utrecht burnt Bodegrave and 
Swammerdam, two of the bcit Dorpes in Holland, and 1t the Froit 
had continnued 24. houers longer thcy had burnt the Hague, 
where the people upon the firit Alarum removed all their plate 
Jewells and fine Linnen to Delft, Layden, ano Rotterdam. This 
being done in the abicnce of the Prince, the Burgers begun to 
Clamour againit him for 11] conduct, ſaying that they were all bee 
traved, and that the Prince knew of this warr, when he was with 
his Uncle in England in the yeare 1670, (making merry with venizon 
paſties) Although the Prince moved altogether by the States order in 
N:]litary affaircs, and had not foe much command of the Treaſury 
or Militia, as to preferre a Soldgier or reward a ſervant. Prices waike An gs 
upon narrow bancks , where thar fortunes depends upon ſuch giddey peoples 
humours. 

In the beginning of this yeare 1673. The King of Sweeden ins» 
tcrpoſing as Mediatour betweene all parties, Propoſed a Generall 
Treaty for a peacc, and in the interim a Ceflation of Armes, the 
former was ſeemingly acceptcd by the States, but the later abſolur- 
ly refuſed, yett underhand they deſired a ceſſation with England at 
tea, tor which they would have given 130000. pound Sterling.

Its poſhble theiſe notions may not affe&t all English-men, or in- 
clyne them to believe, that there was any neceſſity of a warr, to 
reduce or humble theiſe godly Hollanders ; Which induceth me 
to rell you in playne English, I knew the time when 1t was as diff 
cult to gett a good farme, or a houſe for a tenant in England , as 
It 15 now to gett a good tenant for either, ſince the Hollanders by 
their ſeditious practiſes are growen ſoc populous and foe great. iI 
knew alſo the time when /pſwich, Hadley and Buildſtone lourished 
as much as Harlem, Leyden, and Delf. And when Ratclifte and Lim- 
houſe lourished as much as Swdam and Dordrecht. And doe believe 
there was a time when Orford, Dunwich, and Alborough, and other 
a1cient Sea-port townes upon that Coaſt, had not their Priviledges 
granted, only to Catch Oyſters, Macharell, and Sprats, where the 
bancks are washed away with the waues, and their Havens ſtopt 
tip with fands, while the Fishermen from Anchuylicn, Schiedam), 
Cirrickzee &c, in Holland, Zeland and Frizland, take the Herrings, 
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ls Haberdine and linge with their Buſſes, Hookers and Dogger boates 
iT 7 to increaſe their ſtrenght and means to diſpute the right and Pri- 
1 By viledges of free fishing upon the English Coaſt. ich brings me alſo 
? to tl, you what the Hollanders ſay in ſome of their remarques upon the Kings 
Anſwere to the States Letter, but m another ?ylc then formerly they writs to 


68.49, King Jamcs m the beginning of his raigne. 


In their firſt Remarque they ſav that Titus Livius and all 

| the Roman Emperours gave medalls in gold upon their conqueſts 
and Viftories. And cite a Text of Scripture m Exod. 1 7. and 
i5. That Moſes erefted an alter hen Ameleck <was beaten 
calling its name the Lord is my Banner, where the verſe fol- 
lowing fays the Lord hath ſczorne that he will have warr 
with Ameleck from one generation to another. In the fourth 
remarque they [ay it is not true that the States were obliged 
fo ſend Comtſſroners into England to regulate a trade in the 
Eaſte Indies, only the King of great Brittaigne propoſed a re- 
glement, «hich was ſoe abſurd, that the English nation could 
have a trade equall to the Hollanders, which was fomented by 
the French, and for feare ſomething might be undertaken by 
the French againſt their State, they ſent Nonſicur van Bew- 
ninghen for England to remove all ſmiſter impreſſions,that the 
French propoſalls might have made upon his Majeſtie againſt the 
Triple Alliance, and offered for the preſervation of the peace 
of all Chriſtendometo make a defenſiue,and offenſive warr againſi 
France for the further confirmation of the Triple Alliance, 
which was rejefied and a league made ſince with France con- 
trary tothe Triple League (which the French Miniſters pre- 
fumptiouſly called The Beggers agreement.) And in their 
Ninth, Remarque hich concernes only the Herring fishmmg , they 
ſay can any body lay clayme or make pretence to wha the never yett 
poſſeſſed, was it not indeavored in the yeare 163 5. by Ring 
Charles 7he firſt, His Majeſties Father to introduce a tribute 
by fercing the ſame with ſome Shipps of warr , which ts re- 
/| frignant io the longe and _ cuſtome of Fishery , that # 
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theiſe laſt 140. years (Perſuant to the treaty made in the 
yeare 1495. betweene England and their State) hath bin 
continually and quietly pratiiſed and mjoyed mitill the yeare 
1635. as aforeſyad. 


Now TJ appcale to the gzcateſt Champions for the Dollandcrs 
in anp parte of $1s JNajcſtics Dominions, Whether thep can 
heare without grere , and Aitonishment ſuch impudent Arrogant 
crp2cſſions belched out bp the States and their Pzcdicants, and 
Audatiouslp applied to themſclves,with reflections upon the King 
and his Kingdomes, or whether rhep can with paticnce heare 
the States and their mcercinaries to give the King of great Brit- 
taigne the Icp concerning me CGaſt-Jndia t2ade, or be perſwaded 
that the onlp wap fo pziſcrbe the peace of Chziſtendome was to 
jopne with the Yollanders in an offenſive and defcnſive warr 
againſt the F:ench King, that hath latclpy conſumed ſoe much 
t2eaſure, and waſted ſoe manp familics of rhe Nobilitp, and gens 
tp towards the Chaſtizing of thoſe high and mightp Lords, 
and g2eat md mightp Lords, that roke their titles fzom a Fzench 
Complement,and were pzotected bp the Fzench Kings againſt all 
their Adverſaries for the ſpace of firip eight pears together, or 
whether thep can containe themſelves anp longer when thep 
heare thoſe States aff;ont the King of great Brutaigne in that 
peremptory manner to tell him,that the Czowne of England was

great Brittaigne upon his owne Coaſt * And it would not unders 
palue the p2ice of Lands, or leſſen che value of mutton beife 
or veale, if more Perrings, Codd, and ling, were Eaten in En- 
gland,but rather inczeaſe the publick T2caſurp, the rents of Tands, 
And the particular Eftates of all tzades men. And for incourage- 
ment to the Fishing t2ade at home, if Every Jnkeeper Ale- 
houſe keeper,and vintcner in England, should be obliged tobupa 
barrel of pickledYerrings once a pcare.Thec Pollanders doe eſtecme 
eberp ſt2anger, that comes to inhabite in their united P2ovinceg

__ omer Heryings taken by the Hol!anders pon the Er:3/1sh and Scotch 
Coaſt , are ſoe Fatt and delicate , that they are ſold m all the 15, Provinces and 
partes adjacent for 1. and 2. [tic ers a Herring, And m the later nd of the yeare 
roar 4s Lent, when the farmes is almoſt conſumed with the ſalt and p: ickle, 
thoſe English Herrongs are (calded m fresh water, and eaten for great dan- 
ties with winger , ole, and pepper, in Harbours , Cloyſters and other Places. 
There are Hovings 721 great ab 1ndance upon the Coaſt of Holland, Dane- 
marke, and N or ay but very leane, and m the Zuyder<(ea from Amiſterdam, 
to the Texell, they are taken m ſuch quantities, that the pore people buy 49. 
end 50. for a (liver by the name of Pan-herrings, which are not fit for pickle 
dang the Holland.rs runn to the Coaſt of England, and Scotland, 1hcre 
the Fishing, 1s more advantageous 10 the States, then the ſilver Mines m the 
I Rs to the King of Spaine, or the pice trade to the Eaſt=India Com- 
pany of the Netber/ands. And the reaſons are very playn, and obvious 
unto all intclligible men viz : Flrſt in regard of the great num- 
bers of Handicrafts, and trades men that arc imployed and main- 
taincd by the Fisherics, which imcreaſeth the publick revenue with 
their infinite payments they make to the Pactors of wane, beare, 
&c. where 28. ſevcrall exciſes arc payd at the cating of an egg. 

Secondly from the great multitudes of ſea-men that are bredd 
up by that imployment, and made fitt both for the ſervice of Mar- 
chant-men, and men of warr for the defence of their Country. 

Thirdlp by the great trafique that is raiſed from the produ& 
of Herring and Codd-figh, which drawes yearly 252000: pound 
Sterling in ready money from other partes into the United Pro- 
VInces, befides the ſtaple Commodities of thoſe other ajacent Coun» 
tries, foe. that the United Netherlands doc multiply the ſtock of 
their owne Country yearly by thoſe Fish, which they have for 
Catching from the English Coatt, and runns into all their Cantores 
and Treaſuries, and from thence out againe to build their ſtore 
houſes, whartfcs, Caſtles, ifluices, Shipps, Dikes , dambes, bridges 
&Cc. Wherefore it was hich time as wcll to lookec into their ſtrenghr, 
45 into their waycs of acquiring it. And to queſtion them tor 
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thcir breach of leagues, and treatves, for feare of turther afſaults, and 
ſurpriſes. 

The only Argument that Cato the Elder ſed in the Senate of Rome for 
diſtroxing the Citty of Carthage, was from a ſimullitude he uſ:d concerning 
greene Figgs , that were grow mg m Carthage whithn foure days before, which be 
brought mto the Scnate , when the matter was m debate, from whence he im- 
Plied , that it was not ſafesto have (0; great, and [oe dangerous @ neighbour 
ſoe mere, that might ſurpriſe them, b: fore they could be reaay to defend theme 
[cl'ves.Then refl.cimg upon the contracts and Covenants, [oc often wy0lated by Car 
tbage. The old Fomans burnt and razed that Ticty to the gzound. 

But out of the Asbes of Carthage , there [prumge up the'e Pirates of Tums 


and Algirs, that have proved more troubletome unto all Europe 


then the Carthagimians were greutous; to the old Romans. The 
{.clanders have followed their exemplecs, fincc the trade went from 
Nidlcburgh to Amiterdam, upon the loſs of Sluice in Flanders, 
when the generall Marchants that removed, could be noe longer 
ſecure there, and the Marchant advcnturcrs retyred to Delf, then 
to Rotterdam, then to Dort, now noe where, {ince their Charter 
1s broken, and the English ſtaple of Cloath, expoled to contempt 
that was once accounted the glory of Zngland. 


As to the ſpice trade hich the Hollanders have imeroſ* 
ſed by ſecrect frand, and open <volence. The States Generall 
cannot be ſoe vaine 10 believe, they Shall mjoy it any longer 
then there may be an opcrtunity to take it from them agare, 
not:ciihjtaudng they have ſtreughtned themſelves m the Eaft- 
I1.dies, not only to trage, but to frgot there, which is anew way 
of Mer. handiznig , that the Engizsh were not accuſtomed unto.

weare good English Cloath, and the bettcr ſort of pcopell Xpar- 
rell themſclves with filis, JMohaircs, Ciiamletts, and velvetrs, 
purpoſclp to diſcourage all, Euglish woolen JNanufactures, and 
incourage thcir owne,where thep are cheaper w2ought with piciile 
hcrrings and buttermilk , then thep can be made in England 
with good beife and ſtzonge beare.

1585, roke upon her the protec *10n of them and their Provmees. The Zes

T is obſcrved, when the Hollanders were upon Framing their Go. 

verment, they continued many months in Conſultation, whither 
to ſeile the Roman Catholick Rehgion, or the Reformed Religion 
would be molt for thcir profitt and advantage, at Jatt they conclue 
ded that the Reformed Religion, would molt confilt with their 
Relgious concerments,in procuring ayde and afhitance trom other 
Princes and States againit Spaine. And thata tolleration ot all other 
Religions would moit increale ther Common wealth : Soc 1t was 
indifterent to the Hollanders, which Rel:gion to Chole, they tooke 
their meaſure of Religion by their interelt. Then the Jex's that were 
banished out of Portugal!, Itally and Spame , (for denying Chriſt 
and his Do&rine) the ancient Marchants of the world, were joytul- 
ly received at Amſterdam. The Roman Carvoiicks, the Lutherans, the 
Armiwiuans, and people of all other perſwations, had the hke free ene 
tcrtaiment in Amitcrdam, and the other Citries, and Townes in the 
United Provinces, but the Reformed Hollanders (whole Godlincs 
35 their greateſt gaine) overcached them all. 

Jrcs alſo obſcrved that the Hollanders never atempted any 
thing of forraigne Comerce conſiderable, untill the Few's and other 
Nations among|it them, firſt projected their Eaft- and Weit-India 
trade , they were content before their Reformation with the traf- 
fique they could raiſe upon falttish, butter ; cheeſe, and linnen 
weaving. Kmg James had mickt them in the beginning of his raigne, 
if their party in England had not ſtrongly oppoled it. And to the 
Shame of the English Congregations in the Netherlands be it ipo- 
ken, The King ot great Britaigne hath not greater enemics 1n 
the world then are planted in thoſe aſſemblies, Notwithſtanding

He Burgermaſicrs of the Cittics, in thcir ſeverall Juriſ- 
diCtions, account themſelves Soyera;gnes. Ihe Pen» 
fionaris, is the Recorder. The Schepcn, are the Judges, 
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who with the Burgermaſters doe heare, and determine all 
caules both Civell, and Criminall ; The Raden are the 
Common Conneell. Oat of whom, and the Colledge of the 
Riderſihape, which 1s their (gentry, or Nobility , that have 
one voice in the 19. The Depuries are choſen, which they 
ſend ro their Aſſemblies of the States of Holland, who 
levys money, upon cxtraordinary Cales, from their reſpeCti- 
ve Provinces. The Depurics ſent to the States Generall, 
are choſen out of the ſame people, who are only ſtipen- 
darics of the Provinces, and doe noe Acts of ſtate, but by 
the directions and conſent of their reſpective Soveraignes, 
which they ſerve. The Lords of the Admiralty, who are 
the Judges of all Sea afftaires, and from whome there 1s noe 
appcale, but tro the States Generall, arc likewiſe ſelected our 
of thoſe Magiſtrates and people. The Gecomitteerde Haden 
or Councell of the States of Holland . who continue at 
the Hague all the yeare, and act according to their inſtru- 
tions , as a Court of Judicature in all Caſes concerning 
the publike revenues, and deale in matters concerning the 
Militia, and payments of money , as allo for bringing in the 
ſeverall repartitions, allotted upon the reſpective Citties, 
and diviſions , towards the publike charge of the Country, 
are alſo choſen out of theiſe and ſuch like worthy mem- 
bers. 

The Provinciall Court of Judicature of Holland and 
Weſt-Frizland, which conliſt of a certaine number, are al- 
ſo elected out of the Common Councells &c. And ſent 
from the reſpective Citties, and continues all the yearc at 
the Hague (excepting the times of their vacations) vnto 
whome appcales are made from the Scheepen, or Compe- 
tent Judges of the Citties. Then after a teadious time of 
trouble, and Expence, if Sentences be Irregulary given by 
the Provinciall Courr (as very often times they are) Ap« 
peales are made from them vnto the Hoghen Haedt , 
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or Supreame Court of Judicature at the Hague, who are 
likewiſe choſen, out of the Perſons aforctayd,and ſent'from 
the reſpeCtive Cittics to the Hague, who alſo remaynes 
cenſtanrtly there, and have an influence one upon the other, 
being of the ſame principalls againſt all Forraigners. Then 
aſter their Sentences definitive,it the Plantifes,or defendents, 
have not expended all their patience, money, and creditr. 
They may have reviſions of their lamentable' Cates (upon 
ſecurity for Coſts) to ſome parte of the Supreame Court 
of Judicature, and 3. or 4. of che Deputies of the States 
Generall, who are, fac /imiles, and Governed by rhe people. 
And after all this rime ſpent, and oppreſlions layd upon 
ſtrangers, if they should complayne to their reſpective 
Princes, or their Embaſſadours abroade, or Miniſters of 
State at home ; The HolJlanders impudently reply, that they 
are Soveraigne States, and who $hall be Competent judges, 
in Civell Actions, betwcene them and other Soveraignes,or 
the Subjects of both, in ſuch Cafes, bur ſome neutrall Prin- 
ce, which cannot be found, thar will intcrmedle with ſuch 
a perverſe, and wicked generation, as the Holland Sovee 
raignes arc, being loe tcadious in their reſolutions, ſoc tu- 
mulruous in their practiſes, and ſoc vncertaine 1n all their 
treaties, and contratts, that noe Prince can have any due 
Performance of agreements, from ſoc many Sovcraignes & 
Soveraignities, Without a recall caution given by the Gene- 
rality, that might be a cheque upon them, both by fea, and 
land, which may be obraincd in this Junc&ture by the Kg 
of great Brittaigne to all intents and purpoſes. J/here the 


Sovera:gitty, 1s in th? Common » people, there is noe ſence of anig2; 


Honour or honeſty. And where Roberies, aud ſpoyles, have been 
often committed, at noone aay, there cannot be any ſecurity, wit- 
bout greater Canton. 

The Perſonall Security, of thoſe Soveraigne Provinces, 


and of the dOVEraigne Citries, arc of litle yaluc , fince the 
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Lords of Midleburgh (who have gott ſoc much by priva- 
tering) that were all obliged to make good their Banck of 
Lending, or Lumbard, cannott be made lyable to anſwere, 
the pore orphants, Widdows, and others, whoſe moneys 
arc drawne by thoſe Magiſtrates out to the value of many 
hundred thouſand pounds Sterling, and now the Lumbard 
15 become Banckrupt, the pore people, and Creditors, are 
ready to perish for want. And the Banck of Amſterdam is 
not infallable, where foe many bills of exchange are payd, 
with paper ticketts,there being nor halfe ſoe much money in 
ſpecic, as the Banck, hath taken in upon Creditr. 

Therc 1s noe realon that the King of great Brittaigne should 
take the word of thoſe Statcs, who cannott (as they are Sove- 
rargnes ) prevaile with any of their owne Subjects, to truſt 
them with 100. pound in money or goods, to be payd bythe 
publicke, although they would give their obligations for it, 
unleſs they would oblige themliclves as private perſons, 
whoſe Eltates arc vilible 1n ations, as Directors, or Parti- 
cipants, of the Eaſt- and Welſt-India Companies; That are 
ſoc unwilling to part with any thing to Strangers, upon any 
termes whatſoever , which they have gotten into their hands, 
and poſſeilions, by unrightuouſnes, as appearcs by the three 
ſeverall Calcs following.

Shipps, laden with money and Marchandizcs, for the 
Coatt of India, China and Japan, in the yeare 1636. 
1637. and following years, for trading voyages, perſuant to their 
Letters Patents under the great Seal of England. 

After the dcath of Sir W:ll;am Courten, IWilliam Courten his Son and 
Heir, and the ſurviving Partners, ſet forth the ſaid Ships Bona Eſ- 
peranza and Henery Bonadventura (inter alia) 1n the year 1641, forfupply 
of their FaCtorics, and to bring home their Efte&ts from India and 
Parts adjacent. 

Afterwards William Courten, being indebted to divers Perſons , in 
ſcverall great ſummecs of Money, amounting unto 100000, Pounds 
and upwards, for which Sir Edward Litthkton , his Brother in Law, 
ſtood obliged ; The ſaid 117/l;am Courten did by his indenture and 
Bill of ſale, dated the 26. day of April 164z. grant, and aftigne, all 
his Intereſt , and $share of ſtock, in the ſaid Ships and Factories in 
India, to Sir Edward Litthton, for his indempnity from the ſaid debts, 
provided the ſurplus should be returned to the ſaid Conrten. 

Afterwards William Courten,and Sir Edward Littleton, reciting the firſt 
Bill of ſale, and a great debt of 24800. Pounds due to Sir Paul Pinar, 
they grant and affigne unto Sir Paul, all their Intereſt & share of itock, 
in thc Ships Bona Eſperanza and Henery Bonadventura, With all Frengits, 
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rocceds by a tripartite Indenture, and Bill of Sale, dated the 19, of 
Bamber 1642. Provided that the ſurplus, should be applycd to- 
wards the diſcharge of Sir Edvard LitHco's mgagements. 


On the 25. of June in the year 16.44. the ſaid Ship Bona Eſperanza 
with her lading, was taken in an hoſtile manner ,in the Streights of,

Aallacca, in her paſſage from Goa towards Maccao in China, by rwo 
Ships of warr callcd the Vend;lo and Portugallo, commanded by Captain 
Vermerren and Captain Geeland (and the Licutenant of the Fort at 
Aſailacca) belonging to the Eaſt-India Company of the Netherlands, 
under a pretence that Mr. Cortes and his Partners, traded with the 
Portugalls their Encmies, notwithſtanding there was a Truce made 
berwcen the King of Portugal, and the States General}, forten vears 
11 all parts of the Indies and Europe , Which was. Conciuded at the 
Hague on the 12. of June 1641. by Don Ti;ao de Zlendoca Furtaas, 
Embaſi:zdour from Don Fotn King of Portugal. 

In the tame ycar 1642. the Officers ot the fad Eaſt-India Come 
pany toke the Ship Henry Bonadventura With her lading into their 
policſhon, ncar the Ifland Aauritins, and converted both the Ships 
and Goods to their own ule, to the lots and damage of Mr. Courten 
aud his Afſienes, and the reſt of the Partners, the ſumme ot 85520, 
Pounds Steriing, as by the proofs taken in the High Court of Ade 
marallity in England appears. 

On the 5. ot Scptcmber 1644, the Proprictors having addreſſed 
themſelves to the High Court of Admirallity, and procured an 
Admonaition to be Q1Ven unto Monſr, Albertus Toachimy 5 thc States 
Embaſſadour then reſident in England, Intimaring that they inten=« 
dcd to examine Wunciles , 2 perpetuam res memoriam y COncerning 
the ipoyls and damages of the 1a1d Ships and Jading ; Which Ads 
moninon was alſo afhxed upon one of the Pillars of the RoyallExchange, 
where it remayned eight daycs publickly tothe end that the Eaſt-In.

In the year following Ham Courten bring inſolvent by reaſon of 
other lolics, ablcnted hunch and went privately to the Hague to 
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Mr. Iazob Pergens, who was not ignorant of the Premites in ev cry 
circumſtance”, having received the perticulars of the damages 
amounting unto 5 00. Pound, yet nevertheleſs to imbroil the Sub- 
jects ot both Nations, he perſwaded Mr. Cour:ev to make another 
Bill of tale dated the 22, of February 1648. reciting therein that 
Mr. Courten being indebted ro Mer. Pergens in ſererall {lummes of 
monte, he grant od and athigned all his right and intcrett in the {aid 
Sh1ps and lading to him the fad Pergens, Provided that Porgens Should 
pay the ſarplus over and above his pretended debr to ſuch perion 
and perions lawful! clayming under Coyrten, which bill of ſale was 
ſigned by 117l/:zm Courten and y T Pergens 5 and atteited by Dominique 
Coulyn, David Goubard, and Salomon wander Heyde publicq Notary in 
the Hague. 

In the month of May following , Gery;t Coren, Publicq Notary at 
Amſterdam bv order of Jonas Abeets s, infinuated his Procuration from 
Sir Paul Pmdar, and the Orig! nall bill of fale from 1/7! Court and 
Sir Edward Litilcton, to the >Dire&ors of the Eaſt-India Company, 
interdicting their payment of any monie for Courtens Share, and itock 
in the Shipps and Jading aforeſud, to any perſon or perſons what- 
ſocyvcr, but unto the 3; Jd Tonas Abeels, in right of Sir Pau! Pyndar y 
protcſting that if they did other wiſe, it should be nodiſcharge unto 
them ; which infinuation and Proteſt was done by the fad Notary 
Publicq, on the 25. of May 164S. in the Aflcmbly of the {aid Di- 
rectors at their Chamber in Amiterdam, in the preſcnce of Lan Ianſen 
and Adrian Nys witnefles thereunto. 

In the Month of October following, Tozas Abece!s cauſed to be ar- 
reſted in the hands of the {uid Eaſt- Inda Company, all ſuch ſumes 
of mony, as should be found duc from the ſud Company CONCcer- 
ning the ſud two Shipps and their lading , that out of the ſaid mo- 
nies, Sir Pau! Pindar <harc, and proportion Should be paid in the 
frſt placc, to him the ſaid Tomas Abeeis 1n his quality - which Arrctt 
was made the hr{t of October 16.45. by Gov/en Damls , Bode or Mct- 
{cnger ; And a ſecond Arreit was made by Wim Fae: 1, Bode or 
Mctlenger , in November following both which the Court declared 
v0 be Valid. 

Notwithitanding all theſe Admonitions and proceedings, the Di- 
reEtors of the Eaſt-India Company at their Chamber in Vid Icburg! 1 
on the 18. ot September 1649. made an underhand agreement with

; In the year 1654. 11;//;:am Tomes, Executor of Sir Paul Pmdar,and 
| ſcverall of the Proprictors and Adventurers, exhibited their clayme 
tor the Originall loſs and damages of 85000. Pound Stcrlingy be- 


fore the English and Dutch Commiſoners at L.ondon, appointed 

by the Treaty made between O/zver Cromnrel and the States Generall, 

which by proviſoe in the ſaid Treaty was referred to the Proteſtant 

F Cantons of Swittecrland, if the ſud Commitltioners did not compole 
Ty the ſame with in three months. 

Afterwards the Proprictors, and Advcnturcrs, applyed themſelves 
to Mr. Secretary Thur, tor a Commution to he direftcd to the Pro 
tcſtant Cantons, who aniwered that molt of the Proprietors, being 
Delinquents , by Act of Parlement, for adhering to the late King, 
j waereby thcy had forfeited their Eſtates, they could not- expect 
i any protection from his H:ighnels Olzver Cromwel, therefore periwas 
1 ded them to defitt from any further Proſecution (pro tempore. ) 

In the year 1660. upon H1s Majeſty's moſt happy reſtaurationgſeves.

was gratiouily pleaſed to direct his Letter unver his figne ny anuall, 
to the States General! homfying that the laid ſpoils and Jamia ges 
being commuttcad aga: nft the Laws of comon Amity, upon his Subs 
iects, who had mcrited ſo much from the Crown, he E arneſtly 
required the Sta es -—an 11] to make ſatisfaction to. the Pertons in» 
terciiced and injured, according to the proofs made 13 his high Court 
of Admiralty, figmitying allo that he was obliged in Jutticc and 
Honour to {ce it effected accordingly.

ber of the States General], to adjuit the ſaid Jamages, Burt in ſtead 
thcreof the Company made ſeveral 1mpertinent conftructions, upon 

the Law of England, in the Caſe of Sr Paul Pirdar and Sir Edward 
L.itt{eron ; Nothwithitanding the ſaid Comps nv had the Op :1nons by 
them, under the hands of S5r Tohbn Glynn,Sir Tobn Maynard, Sir Edward 
Turnor and Maſtcr Scrjcant Baldu'yn , affirm: ng that 117.7am Courten 
had nothing in him to grant to lacob Pergens, after the Bills of Sale to 
Litileton and Pmaar , Which made them abſolutc Proprictors by the 
Law of England ; Onlv there was a pothbility left in Conrten, call 
them to Accomprt., after their debt should be paid , which opinions 
were allo nfmed by Sir Ges Swat , Sir If illam Turner, Sir Waiter 
Tiaiker, and Sir Timothy Baldwyn , Doors of the C1vill Laws, and, 
dclhivered to Mr. Peter van Dam the Advocate of the Eaftdndia 
Companv. 

Then Fohn de Ht offercd 30000. Pound ſterimg upon Accompt of 
all the Proprietors and perſons intercſſed, reſerving o the Civill right 
of Action againſt Jacov Pergens and Peter Benlone ,. for the 85000 
giidcrs paid upon their Ca ation as aforciuud, which oFer was not "2 
ps{aftory , ſo the Generall diſpute remayncd alſo im ftato quo. 


Afterwards Sir George Downing , did by his laſt Memoriall upon 
that Subject, datcd the 14. of O:tober 1664. give the Slates Gene- 
all a peremptory « day to clcarc that buſineſs, intimating therein how 
ill the King reſented it to be fo lighted, and that His Majeſtic 
would not proſtitute his Honour any turther, but Governe himſclfc 
ecordingly , yet all proved incffectuall. 

Then the Proprictors with others, addreſſed rhemiclves with 
Iiſt of damaves to the Houſe of Commons 1n Parhament. The Bona 
E'lpcrantga and Hen: ry Bonadwentura being placed in the front of all 
demands. Whercupon the Comons vorcd to aſliſt his Majeſtic,

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with their lives and fortunes 1n acquiring ſatisfaction and reparation, 

( And (cone after declaration for General! Repriſails,was ordered by the King and 
Councell againſt the States Generall and their Sub1ebts.) And feverall *mil- 
l:ons of Pounds Sterling, were grantcd to his Majcttiein Parhament 
for the proſecut 10n thercof. 

In the year following; The Earle of Shrew sbur JoStr Town Tolftennolme, 
Ty Iohn Ayton, George Caro , and TH, lam Liogd / Efquarcs, and others 
Interefled , made application to his Majeſtic by petition for Eipecuall 
Letters of Reprital to remaine 1n force ag; ainit the Statcs Generall 
and their Subjects, until] the Originall lotle and damages , COncere 
ning the Bona E/ peranva and Henery Bon; adventura , $hould | bio reprifc 's 
which was referred to thc Judge ot the Admirallity and his Majc- 
tics Advocates Generall, and leverall other Doctors of the Civill 
Law, to "pen ne the whole matters and to report their —_— 
what was fitt for His Majcitic to doc turthcrtor his Subjects releite 
in that Calc. 

After ſeveral] Conſulations, and debates, had betweene the ſ21d 
referees concerning the premiſes, Dottor Exton then Judge of the 
Admirallity Court, Sir Robert It ilerman , Str WH ilham Turner, and Sir 
Timothy Baldwyn, made their report to his Majcſtie, that in this caſe 
of fpoylcs,t thcre was no remedic, Icft but Eſpeciall Reprilalls to con- 
tinuc in force againſt the States General], and their Subjects untul 
the dcbt and damages (which they found upon the prootcs toarriſe 
untothe ſumm ot 151-12, pound ttc Tling | should be recovered with 
Coits, or a Compoſition made for the ſme, betweene the Ealte 
Inia Company of thc Netherlands, and the parties interefled, whe- 
rcof the ſud Company, were obliged by the Law of Natyons to 
take notice thercok. 

In perſuance thercof, Letters Patents under the Great Scale of En-

th: ſud Turnor and Carcw, and thew Executors and A//ignts, 9 pitt the

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Charges , or that the Eaſt-India Company of the N«therlands , should Com- 
pound with the Proprictors, and other perſons Intereſſed in the ſame. 


In the ycar 1666. Mr. Iames Boeve delivercd a Copie of the faid 
Letters Pattents to Mr. Peter vn Dam, at the Ealt-India Chamber 
zt Amſterdam, and requeſted him, to move the ſaid Company, to 
compoſe the ſaid debt and damages, in an Amicable way , rather 
then to leave it in diſpute from Generaion to Generation, to the 
prejudice of the States Generall and their Subjects. 

In the year 1667. during the Treaty at Breda, the States Gene- 
rall having ſurprized the Kings Shipps at Chattam, ſeverall of the 
Proprictors friends in the Hague,moved the Pentionaris Tohn de 1 7t, 
to incitc the States of Holland, and the Eaſt-India Company, to 
give ſome Honourable ſatisfaction, tor the Shipps Bona EſperanzF, 
and Henery Bonadventura (which had bin ſo folemnely debatcd in for- 
mer Treatics) being more for the Intcrelt of their Country, then 
to infitt upon ſuch ſcandulous Articles, as they had framed, and 
ſent to Breda, concerning the ſaid dammages, which could not 
extinguish the debt, or make vaid the Letters Patcnts, to Turnor and 
Carew, any morc then to di{annull the 3s. Article of the States Pa» 
tent to the Eaſt-India Company of the Netherlands, whereby they 
make peace and warr, with all Princes and States whartſocver at 
their pleajure from the Cape Bona Eſperanza , to the Streights of 
Megeianus , Pet Io/m de 117; and his Complices , perhitted 1n their 
projects, and would not hearken to any other advice. 


In the year 167 r. the States Generall having made ſeverall 
Breaches of the Treaty at Breda,and denyed Common Juttlice to 
his Majeſties Subjects in their ordinary Courts of Judicature, in 
Holland and Zcland, feverall of the Proprietors, and Interetled 
Perſons in the ſaid debt and damages, made fresh applications to 
his Majctt c by pctitien , and prayed that his Majeſtic would pleaſe 
to 13{tit upon reparation and fat:sfaction, in an Extraordinary way 
a:coruiing ro te merits of their cauſes, and Efpecilly for the debt 
of 151612 p1n4d aſcertained under the Great Scale of England as 
aforeiv'd, wh.ch ſud petition was by order of Councell, referred 
to the Lords C mmiſſioners of the Treaſury and the rwo principall 
Secretaries of State, who made a report to His Majcitie. That the 
States G. noral! 5ating bin refractory im ſeverall Articles of the Treaty at Breda 
bs Maj jtic and his Subjccts , were at libertie both in Fuſtice and Equity

In perſuance thereof his Majcſtie was gratiouſly pleaſed on the 
7, of July 1672. to recommend the debt of 151612. pound with 
dammages, by his Letter under his figne Manuall, fent by the ſaid 
George Carew, to his Grace George Duke of Buckingham, and the Right 
Honourable Henery Earle of Arlington,his Majeſties Plenipotentiaricss 
and Embaſſadours Extraordinary to the French King,and the States 
Generall, then upon a Treaty at Uytrecht, requiring the ſaid Ple- 
nipotentiarics, to anfilt upon fatisfaftion accordingly ; declaring the- 
rein his care to protect his Subjects, in their Juſt rights, as well,as 
to aſſiſt them in the recovery thereof, But the ſaid Treaty taking 
no effect, the ſaid Plenspotentiaries removed from Uytrechr bctore 
Mr, Carew arrived at Amſterdam. Then Mr. Carew returning for 
England in Company with Mr, Fohn Sherland, the Fiſcall Generall, 
by order of the States of Holland, Committed them both to Priſon, 
on the 6. of Auguſt 167 2. as Criminalls upon pretence, they were 
Enemies to the Country, and Charged Mr. Carew, as a ſeditious 
perſon in ſceking after Juitice in the premiſes, and detayned them 
both cloſc priſoners, in the gevangen port, where they are ſubject 
to many aftronts and reproaches, upon every rencounter, and Ala» 
rum in the Country, and alſo obſtructed in the Juſt proſecution 
of the debt and damages aforeſaid , which is by an Efpeciall order 
of the Councell board dated at Whitehall the 2. of May 1673. re- 
commed to the Lords Embaſſadours Extraordinary , and Plenipo- 
tentiaries at Cologne, intimating therein, that the cafe of the Ad- 
venturers, and Creditors of Sir 1#;//;am Courten being already fully 
ſtated should be firft inſiſted upon, in the litt of all Cornplaints , 
wherefore the Letters Patents were exemplihed , and {cnt ro Co- 
logne accordingly , a true Copie hercafter followes. 
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A Copie of the Letters Patents for 
Fipeciall Reprifalls (from the King of Great Brit- 
tain, under the Great Seale of England) againſt 
the States Generall and their Subjeats, Inroled 
in Chancery Anno 1665.

Cardinall Kichclieu, held it for a Maxime, that a Doveraigne 
P2ince hath noe Kindred toc neare unto him, in the world, as the 
Generallity of his owne Subjcas, implying from thence, that the 
greateſt happines of a iing, confitted in the proſperity of his 
Ringdomes, And Cardinall JNazarine was of an opinion, that an 
honett man ought not to be a flave unto his word, implying from 
thence (aluding to Portugall and Spainc) that it was better to vyo- 
late a promule in diverſe Caſes, upon any emergent contingences , 
then to prejudice many millions of people, by keeping it ; The 
Motto non nobis nat; ſumns , 15 more properly applicablc to fuch wy 
blique Miniſters, then to private perſons. 

It was held for a great virtue amongit the Pagans, for any man 
to love his country, certainly then it mult be a Damnadle vice 
amongſt Chriſtians, for any man to hate the land, wherein he toke his 
firſt breath . And there cannot be a greater demonſtration of that int- 
quity , then to wound the Honour, and reputation of thoſe Pyinces, 
who repreſents the glory,witlome, courage, and conduct of their 
Subjects, and Servants, There 1s noc perfection in man, neither 
doc I bcelcive , that all the beſt Councellours of Princes, are 
either ſaints, or Angells., Yett I am confident that thoſc, who 
{itt upon the topps of Mountaincs, can fec further then they , t1at 
ſtand upon Mole hills. And that the Caball at white hall (as they are 
termed inthe appcale) gave the King of grea: Brittaigne , the moſt whol- 
ſome Counci]l, for the honour, and mtcreit of England, that ever 
was given within thoſe walls, concerning a warr with the Hollancers. 

Advifed in ſuch a Juncture of time, that the States Generall 
Dectored both England, and Fzance, and boaſted in the French 
Court, that the King of preat Br:ttaigne, had neither money , nor 
creditt, to ſett out a man of warr. And in that Juncrure , when 
the Comedians , and publike Harbours in the United, and Spa-

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nish Netherlands , had their Scrcenes, and Sceans, painted with 
the Trophies of Chattam. And even in that Juncture, when the 
Councell of Spaine, had rejc&tcd any nearcr Alliance with Great 
Brittaigne , or to give His Majeſtic any Aſſiſtance whatſoever 
againſt the Hollanders, that had ſoc latcly, wiulted oucr him, and 
his Ringdomes. 

The Appealants make a great noiſe, with the Flourishing Imguage, againſt 
Englands Alliance with France, and the prodigious groweth of that K mgdoe 
me, (Since the Leagues aud Alliances continued ſoe long be- 
tweene Fzance and Dolland, againſt Spaine, and England) ad 
now they feare the dreadfnil conqueſt of the United Provmces , and the Spa= 
mh Netherlands. And ſay in ther 15. 18, and 19. Summary hints to the 
Parliament , that there will be an unavojdable breach with Spaine, in caſe 
the Alliance with France continues , and how fatall the conſequences of 
8 Spanub warr will be, and then impertmently propounds, how much greater 
the danger will prove, if France should conquer Spaine , Germany , and the 
United Provinces , and laſtly ſays , there is noe care taken of the Triple Lea« 
gue, or of the intereſt of England, and the Proteſtant Religion. 

Noe man will deney , but that Charlcs the fifth was the greateſt 
IJDonarche that ever raigned upon the face of the Earth. Yett he 
did (fome years before his death) ſurrender the Crowne of Spaine 
and the Seaventeene Provinces, to his Sonn Philip the ſecond, and 
the Empire of Germany, to his Brother Ferdmando, that was Cho« 
ſen King of the Romans ; Charles the fifth being wcaricd out 
with the diviſions, and troubles, amongſt the Netherlanders , and 
the German Princes , concerning the Priviledges of the Empire, 
ani their reſpe&ive Provinces. Philip the ſccond, was allo weae 
ricd out, w:th the diſſentions in the Low Countrics, and affigned 
the 17, Provinces unto Aſbertus and J ſebella who continued in 
a ſtate of warr, with the Holland-rs, during their hives. And how a 
French Monarch should expect any greater conqueſts by all his Armes, I cannos 
apprehend, or under/tand, 

The Duk:s of Bavaria and Brand:ngburgh, who ſtands yett neutrall, 
and other Princes of the Empire, would unite thor forces cffectuals 
ly, if they did forlce the danger of what the Appealants, vainely 
ſuppole. The Porthcrne Hinigs , and ther neighbour Princes in 
the continent would unite, and hinder ſuch a predigious groweth 
of France, if the King of gzcat DByittaigne Should ſuffer ſuch a 
progrels. Hiich is an Idk circumſtance to Imagine.

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The Intereſt of England is navall power, and it is certainly the 
advantage of His Majeſtie, and his Crownes, to continue (by all 
means poſſible) the warr againſt the Hollanders, untill their Fishere 
men be forced to goe and inhabite againe upon the Coalt of Ene 
gland and Scotland. And the reſt of the Marchants, and Mari- 
ners , be conſtrained topgive better caution,for their good behaviour 
for the future, Or be compelled to burne their owne Shipps of 
warr for a peace, as the Carthagineansg did 500. of thcir Shipps 
and Gallies, at the end ofthe ſecond Punick warr. 


How many times Fzance,'hath been almoſt ſubdued by England, 


many Cronicles, and records ſufficiently teftifics, even when En« 
gland , was not ſoc populous, nor foe prompt to Armes, and when 
they had greater diverſions from the Scotts, that are ſince uni- 
ted to the Crowne, and to give English men their due, all the 
former conqueſts of the Hollanders, were gotten by the bloud and 
valour of the English, whoſe courage was not abated, when the 
Duke of Monmouth and his Regiment , made the firſt aſſaults and 
ſtormes ,at the taking of FNaſtzicht. 1: :s granted that the French 
may be as ſubrtill, falic , and inſolent, as the Ho!/anders, but they are 
univerſally more generous, and being foe different in their humors, 
and their habitts, from the Hollanders, there 1s noc great teare of 
any accord betweene them , Eſpecially ſince the breach,is made ſoc 
wide. Yett there is an opertunity forthe Ring of gzeat Byzittaigne, 
to putt a cheque upon the French, in the Spamisna Netherlands, by 
polleſling a place in the Hollanders power, which at preſent 1s a 
Curbe both unto Flanders and Brabant , and ought to be rendred 
to England (as a precaution) from the Hollanders upon this treatie 
at Cologne, to prevent any miſchcife, that may happen from Fzance, 
FSpaine & Dolland, Toyz:!; , or ſeveralliy, hereafter. 

All men of underſtanding, or knowledge in Hiſtory , will con= 
feſs, that the French Kings, had the Soveraignity of Flanders , be= 
fore the batle of Pavye, and that appcalcs betore that time, were 
made to the Parhament at Paris. Which after F2ancis the firſt 
renounced the Soveraignity to Charles the fifth (for his ranſome 
being taken Priſoner in that batle ) all appeales in Flanders are 
made to the Chamber at Mechelen.
